EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Jon Ikegami on 1/14/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 6, after the word "determining", insert - , in a processor, -. 
In claim 1 , line 9, after the word "detecting", insert - , by a detector, -. 
In claim 27, line 5, after the word "mapping", insert - , in a processor, -. 
In claim 27, line 6, after the word "detecting", insert - , by a detector, --. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 3, and 1 5-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The independent claim 1 is directed to a method for converting a three-color 
image data set comprising C 1 , C2, and C3 colors into a four-color image data set 
comprising C 1 , C2, C3 and W colors, the method comprising: in addition to other 
features, determining a mapping from image data points in any one of said regions, said 
image data points comprising C1 , C2 and C3 color values, to image data points 
comprising C1, C2, C3, and W; and detecting image data points that are out-of-gamut; 
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scaling only the out-of-gamut image data points to produce corresponding color image 
data points that are within gamut range, the scaling performed according to a scaling 
factor that is determined according to a ratio between the maximum allowed value and 
the maximum value of C 1 , C2, C3, and W. The independent claims 1 5 and 27 claim the 
similar features. The prior art failed to show the claimed features.

Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments, filed on 9/30/2009, with respect to claims 1-28 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Claim 14 has been canceled. Claims 1-13, and 
15-28 are allowed. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn.
